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Plano University 
Goes On Block 


But Suit May Stop Sale

The University of Plano is 
expected to go on the auction 
block in a couple of weeks, 
and faculty members of the 
now-defunct institution are 
seeking to have their back 
salaries paid out of the 
proceeds. 
According 
to 
Helen 
Harkness, academic dean at 
the university, she and Rear 
Admiral Corwin G. Men­ 
denhall (Ret.) field suit on 
June 3 in 199th District Court 
in 
McKinney 
for 
non­ 
payment of wages. 
In the suit, Ms. Harkness 
and Mendenhall, professor 
of economics, are asking 
Judge William Ralph Elliott 
to attach the university’s 
Plano campus until close to 


$20,000 in back wages is paid 
to the pair. 
Now, says Ms. Harkness, 
the other faculty members 
are planning to join the suit, 
bringing the amount sought 
to more than $65,000 
‘‘That’s a low, low figure,” 
she stated this morning “We 
filed the suit originally when 
we learned that things were 
being sold 
without 
our 
knowledge.” 
Ms. Harkness went on to 
say that the Norman Dodd 
Library, a collection of rare 
books, 
was sold by 
Dr. 
Robert Morris, president of 
the university, a couple of 
weeks ago. 
Dr. Morris could not be 
reached for comment on the 
m atter 
this 
morning. 


However, he had admitted 
earlier that back wages are 
owed, but placed the figure 
at approximately $40,000 
“I’m really not interested 
in stopping the sale of the 
university,” Ms 
Harkness 
pointed out, “but I feel I 
must do something to get 
these people payed 
“ Actually, 
our 
first 
priority 
isn t 
the 
back 
wages, as much as it’s that 
we 
want 
to place 
the 
students and faculty in an 
accredited school,” 
she 
continued. “What we want to 
do, 
basically, 
is 
begin 
teaching again.” 
Ms. Harkness went on to 
say that she—and other 
faculty 
members - would 
like some legal assurance 


Plano Woman Choked

“I am going to suggest to 
Mr Taft that he find another 
watcher for the east side of 
Plano because one side may 
often have heavy rainfall 
when the other side doesn’t 
have any,” he said. 
Brimberry, a native of 
Grapeland in East Texas, 
said he became a weather 
watcher when he heard Taft 
one 
night 
asking 
for 
volunteers in all sections of 
“Area 5.” 
“Since I’m retired and 
have plenty of time to devote 
to ‘watching the weather’, I 
volunteered 
to 
help,” 
Brimberry explained. He did 
say that sometimes he feels 
Taft doesn’t mention Plano 
in his weather reports as 
often as perhaps we would 
all like, but agreed that the 
area covered by the Ft. 
Worth weather news center 
is almost too big to discuss in 
a few minutes air time. 
Brimberry said he attends 
the annual seminars con­ 
ducted in Ft. Worth by Taft, 
and has an official badge and 
a rain gauge from the station 
w hich helps him to make an 
accurate report in rain 
measurements. 
“Of course, you can take a 
straight-sided jar or similar 
object and place it in tile 
rain, then measure the depth 
and get the amount of 
rainfall, 
but 
it 
must 
be 
perfectly flat." Brimberry 
explained 
For 26 years. Brimberry 
was a Dallas police officer 
retirement he held the 
rank cf senior sg: and was 
or 
a 
time 
the 
senior 
sergeant of Pete Barnes. 
Piano dux erne officer and a 
.V Near veteran with the 
.'a a> Police Dejvvrtment 
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a chief deputy for an Oak 
Cliff justice of the peace 
When he finally decided 
that real retirement meant 
stopping work altogether, he 
and his wife decided to move 
to Plano and they chose a 
home at 2717 Glencliff, 
where Brimberry now lives 
alone, having lost his wife 
last August.

He also said he 
enjoys the yard and flowers, 
and has a nice garden 
planted in one corner of the 
backyard where he raises

And it is with the help of 
w eather 
w atchers 
like 
B r i m b e r r y 
t h a t 
m eteorologists 
can 
ac­ 
clinate such information to 
chronologize 
for 
future 
references. 
Much has been learned 
about the weather since man 
first started charting his 
findings, 
and 
that 
in­ 
formation frequently helps 
people in the path of an 
oncoming storm to take 
p r o p e r 
p r e c a u t i o n s . 
However, it seems doubtful 
that anyone will ever predict 
the 
w eather 
to 
a 
T— 
especially in Texas, since 
oldtimers say that anyone 
who predicts the weather in 
Texas is either a newcomer 
or a fool. 


Most certainly, though, the 
weather is with us and will 
continue to give us plenty to 
talk about. Like Brimberry 
said, “ I watch the weather 
anyway—I may as well put it 
to good use.”

Gypsum can improve the 
s tru c tu r e 
arid 
physical 
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conditions 
of 
heavy 
clay 
soils, especially if there is a 
high sodium content In such 
cases, the gypsum improves 
the structure of the soil by 
prod ucin g 
a g g re g a tio n , 
resulting in better aeration 
and 
b e tte r 
w a ter 
penetration 
Gypsum 
also 
provides a source of soluble 
calcium 
However, in most sandy 
loams 
and 
similar 
soils, 
gypsum 
can 
do 
little 
to 
improve the soil structure 
Likewise, adding gypsum 
along with a high rate of 
fertilizer or where irrigation 
w ater 
contains 
salt 
may 
create a salinity problem. 
If gypsum is determined to 
be helpful as a soil am end­ 
m e n t, the county 
agent 
recommends applying 
the 
material at a rate up to one 
ton per acre, or 50 pounds 
per 
I ( M K I square feet 
Two 
applications per season can 
b<* m ade on extremely tight 
clay soils that have a very 
serious physical 
structure 
problem 
As with other soil am end 
merits, indiscriminate and 
excessive use of gypsum can 
only 
lead 
to 
trouble, 
especially on sandy soils and 
on acid soils with a pl! below 
5.5, 
cautions 
Risinger 
It 
calcium is needed on peanut 
land that has a pl! below ti, 
agricultural limestone is the 
p re fe rre d source. W here 
gypsum is used, rates should 
not exceed 400 to BOO pounds 
per acre.

In Hardens 
Mites Are Pesky 


Spider mites, also called 
red spiders, are one of the 
most serious pests of home 
gardens. 
Spider mites are not in­ 
sects but are closely related 
to ticks and spiders 
They 
are about 
one sixieth of an 
inch long and vary in color 
from whitish, to greenish, to 
red, says Jam es R. Risinger, 
Collin County Agricultural 
Extension Agent 
Spider mites build up large 
populations very rapidly. 
Eggs are laid on the under­ 
sides of the leaves and hatch 
in four to five days and a 
complete life cycle takes 
about three weeks 
There 
may be as many 
as 20 
overlapping generations in a 
single year, and hot, dry 
weather is most favorable 


for rapid development of this 
pest 
Mites spin a 
thin 
web 
which often can be seen on 
the undersides of the leaves 
of infested plants They feed 
by inserting their mouth­ 
parts into the tissue and 
sucking juice from the plant. 
In the act of feeding, they 
inject toxic substance into 
the plant 
Mite infestations produce 
tiny white spots on under­ 
sides of leaves 
Heavy in­ 
festations cause bleaching or 
yellowing, first 
along the 
main leaf veins and then 
throughout the leaf 
lea v e s then begin to curl, 
turn brown and drop from 
the plant The plant also may 
shed buds and small fruit 
Spider mites can completely 
Squash Blooms 
Keep Falling 


It won t be long until a real 
common question asked by 
home gardeners all 
over 
Texas will be “ Why are my 
squash blooms falling off0” 
This is a question that occurs 
in Collin County, says Jam es 
R. 
R ising er, 
County 
Agricultural Agent. 
S q uash 
as 
well 
as 
cucumbers, 
watermelons 
and to some degree can­ 
taloupe's have both male and 
female flowers on the sam e 
plant In order for fruit set to 
occur, 
pollen 
m ust 
be 
transferred from the male 
flower to the female flower 
This 
is 
usually 
a c ­ 
complished by insects and 
the most common insect is 
the honey bee. lf the pollen is 
not 
transferred 
from 
the 


male to the female flower, 
then the squash plant will 
fail to set fruit. 
The female flowers of the 
squash 
plant 
are 
readily 
identified because they have 
the small im m ature fruit 
directly behind the showy 
petals. 
The m ale blooms 
have no such fruit behind the 
petals. 
Generally, but not always, 
the first blooms to appear on 
the squash plant are the 
male blooms and since they 
do 
not 
set 
fruit, 
will 
naturally fall off If female 
and male blooms are open on 
the plant at the sam e time 
and fruit set fails to occur, 
you can bet the problem is 
lack of pollination, Risinger 
explained 
Stink Bugs Often 
Attack Gardens 


Stink bugs are common 
pests in the home garden and 
they attack many different 
vegetables, says Jam es R. 
R isinger, 
Collin 
County 
Agent 
with 
the 
T exas 
A g ric u ltu ral 
E xtension 
Service. 
The most common species 
of stink bugs is the southern 
green stink bug This bug is 
about one-half 
inch 
long, 
shield shaped and green in 
color The harlequin bug is 


also a species common to the 
home garden and is easily 
recognized by its bright red, 
black 
and 
yellow 
color 
p atte rn . O th er d am aging 
species 
include 
the 
little 
green stink bug and the 
brown stink bug. 
Im m ature stink bugs are 
shaped much like the adults 
but are often m arked with 
stripes or checks of white, 
red, yellow and black. They 
are often found in groups 
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defoliate a plant 
if not 
controlled 
Few, if any garden plants 
are completely safe from 
a tta c k by sp ider m ites 
However, this pest definitely 
prefers tomatoes, beans and 
peas 
Control of spider mites is 
often difficult, req u irin g 
Irom two to four applications 
of insecticide at 
five-day 
interv als. 
F req u en t 
in­ 
spection should be used to 
determine the need for in­ 
secticide applications 
Specific com pounds for 
controlling mites should be 
used 
Read and follow all 
directions on the label before 
using a pesticide ('heck the 
label for crop, amount to 
use, and waiting period from 
last application to harvest 
The following pesticides 
are registered for use in the 
home garden on 
specific 
crops: Diazinon, Kelthane, 
M alathion, 
E thion 
and 
Sulfur 


Dear Doc : When should we 
start tomato plants for our 
fall garden? 
Right 
now 
You 
either 
plant seed indoors in pots or 
take 
cuttings 
from 
established plants in your 
garden 
Cuttings 
can 
be 
rooted indoors e ith e r in 
water or potting soil. Set 
plants out into the garden in 
early July. You’ll probably 
want to shade them with a 
shingle stuck at a slant 
Dear Doc: Everyone puts 
sandy loam soil on top of 
their grass in the spring.

It harm s the 
grass, sometimes even kills

Much better to 
use washed builder s sand to 
till in depressions, but only 
when absolutely necessary 
Dear Doc: Why don’t you 
ever recommend sheep or 
cow manure as a fertilizer? 
Read the the analysis on 
the manure bag and you’ll 
find its only 3-to-5 percent 
actual fertilizer 
Moreover, 
that’s a slow-release type, 
one a v a ila b le only a fte r 
months of decay Manure's 
real advantage to gardens is 
as a soil conditioner, where 
it s one of the best provided 
it’s already well rotted 
Dear Doc: What gets into 
\riz o n a 
ash 
trees 
that 
makes pulp spill out of holes 
in the trunk.? 
Borers, Ash trees are very 
susceptible, particularly in 
their younger stages. Better 
get with a spray program 
i commercial !x>rer sprays 
readily available) or else 
look for another tree species. 
Dear Doc: Is it too late to 
plant mums? 
No, indeed. Infact, it s the 


best time. Plants set out now 
w ill grow for several months 
without getting lanky and 
falling over 
Prepare soil 
carefully, keep them well 
watered and fertilize every 
3-4 weeks with a complete 
and 
balanced 
fertilizer 
analysis. 
D ear 
Doc: 
Does 
Ivy 
hanging in a tree kill it? 
Only if it forms a canopy 
over 
the 
tr e e ’s 
limbs, 
shading 
out 
all 
growth 
beneath It isn t parasitic, so 
keep it pruned back to the 
trunk and main limbs and it 
won I harm the tree 


Dear Doc: What can we do 
to keep our gardenias from 
freezing back like they did 
last winter?

Spiritually, you might try- 
praying for some early mild 
freezes.

Congressman Jim Collins 
has called Revenue Sharing
